We had 
regretted the embarrassing publicity for this one 
girl, but when we found that the newspaper accounts 
had enlightened the other fourteen, and they were 
saved thereby and willing to say so, we realized that 
even the dreadful publicity was of great service.

One day, while waiting in a police station for a 
friend to help in an errand that required the service 
of an officer, the captain said that there was a slaver 
just arrested whom he had to question and would have 
him brought from cell while I was there. In 
answer to the questions, this scoundrel said to the 
effect that he made the acquaintance of a nice-look- 
ing girl in one of the large stores and went often to 
her, invited her out to supper, etc., and finally 
asked her to marry him. And they were married 
regularly under the laws of the State. He admitted 
that he took her the vice district the 
same day. After further probing with skilled ques- 
tions, he admitted that he had taken another girl to 
a saloon and when she was intoxicated told her they 
were married and showed her the marriage certificate, 
which in her dazed condition she could not read, but, 
believing him, went with him, only to be taken to 
another house in the vice district, as his wife.

Great lawyers, like great poets and great artists 
and other greats, may be born, not made; but neither 
poet, artist, painter nor lawyer could produce a mas- 
terpiece until long years of constant study and work 
had brought mastery of the technique of the craft. 
This is also true of judges. The training of judges 
must be along the line of judgeship. If justice is 
properly blind, a judge should have three ‘‘i’s.”’ He 
needs the ‘‘i’’ of integrity, the ‘‘i’’ of industry and 
the ‘‘i’’ of intelligence. His training should be of 
the courts and in the courts. When applicants are 
admitted to the bar, they should determine whether 
their ambition is for the excitement and strife of the 
bar or the quiet and dignity of the bench. If the lat- 
ter, they should, by competitive civil-service examina 
tion, be employed in the office of the clerk. Here 
they will become familiar with forms and matters of 
procedure, which may be termed the administrative 
part of the courts.

His theory stands just about as 
firmly upon its feet as do his stories on theirs. The 
girls who voluntarily exchange their honor for pretty 
clothes and luxury are not white slaves. None of the 
about whom Mr. Kauffman has written is a 
white slave. The definition of slavery is ‘‘held in 
bondage.’’ Unfortunately thousands of 
such, but they are by no means girls like Letty and 
Nan and Madeline, the three popular subjects of Mr. 
Kauffman’s stories. The majority of white slaves 
are immigrant girls, who, because of their ignorance 
of our language and ways, are taken from the piers 
at which they land not to the addresses which they 
give and where they expect to find employment, but 
to notorious houses, where they are held captive. 
These girls are the real white slaves, but they would 
not make good copy for sensational stories, because 
their miserable lives could be summed up in a few 
hundred words.

These immigrant girls come to this country to 
work. That they are deceived and forced into a mis- 
erable and wretched existence is not their fault. Oc- 
easionally a young American girl is kidnapped and 
forcibly converted into a chattel and she then becomes 
Our city and State officials 
know all about white slavery. Our voters who elect 
these officials also know about it. That the traffic in 
immigrant girls is carried on openly has long since 
ceased to be asecret. Perhaps I am less idealistic 
and more practical than Mr. Kauffman, but to my 
mind the solution of white slavery is not to do away 
with poverty, but to suppress the officials wh: coun- 
tenance the breaking of the law. What is the remedy 
for white slavery? Answer the question, ‘‘What is 
the remedy for the social evil?’’ and you will have 
the reply. One goes with the other. One furnishes 
the fuel that feeds the flame. It may appear ven- 
turesome for an unpracticed hand to undertake to 
solve the problem which has perplexed all ages and 
all peoples and which appears no nearer a solution 
to-day than it was a century ago; but it will be 
solved some day, and the solution will come, in my 
judgment, when those who believe in better things 
take the matter into their own hands and give usa 
better government—not only of the State and nation, 
but of municipalities, where vice prevails and white 
slavery is encouraged by official sanction and under a 
system of blackmail as revolting as it is indescribable. 
I say this with knowledge of the facts, because | 
have just had in my hands the voluminous and official 
reports made to the former acting mayor, John Purroy 
Mitchel, regarding the prevalence of vice in New 
York. This testimony all pointed in one direction, 
and that is that vice prevails and white slavery is 
tolerated because those who should suppress these 
evils do not faithfully perform their duty. Men have 
had the right to vote, and what has been the result? 
If the women had the right to vote, would things be 
different? That must be left for the arbitrament of 
the future. Why not give the women a chance? 
Certainly the men thus far have failed. 

But to return to Mr. Kauffman’s stories and his 
heroines. One story, which on the surface appears 
to be most effective, but which on analysis proves to 
be the weakest, is called ‘‘The Girl That Was Hun- 
gry.’’ This girl Mr. Kauffman calls Nan. Nan was 
out of a job. According to the writer, Nan was 
young, pretty and healthy. She had never worked 
except to putter around her own home. Finally the 
day came, as frequently happens in other than Nan’s 
home, when the two daughters, Nan and her sister, 
were obliged to help earn their bread. I may add 
here that the author obligingly furnished Nan with a 
large circle of friends and acquaintances, which would

Mr. Kauffman did not say whether Nan was looking 
for work entirely beyond her ability. He intimates 
that she could not place herself even as a housemaid, 
which in these days is very much to be doubted. 
However, this has nothing to do with the case. Upon 
finding herself hungry and still out of work, Nan 
turned easily and almost naturally to the disgraceful 
life which demands an indiscriminate association 
with men and for which she received money. How 
any thinking man or woman, after reading this story, 
could look upon Nan as a real flesh-and-blood girl! is a 
puzzle to me. 

A real girl in Nan’s predicament, upon failing to 
find employment, would have had her sister to call 
upon or she would have been helped out by any one of 
the number of friends with which the story-writer 
supplied her at the beginning of his story. If she had 
been a real girl in earnest search of work, she would 
have found something to do, with sufficient compensa- 
tion to keep her from deliberately selling her soul. 
It might have been washing windows or scrubbing 
floors, but, as an alternative from the life she chose, 
these should have been preferred.

Is a Labor Union a Trust? 


T WAS a rude shock to the labor 
unions to find, in the Danbury Hat 
that all their members were 
held responsible for damages inflicted by 
a boycott conducted by the union. But 
the decision of the Connecticut District 
Court, in its award of triple damages of 
$224,000 against the Hatters’ Union, has 
now been reversed by the United States 
Court of Appeals. The reversal is not 
a victory for the hatters on the merits 
of the case. It is the unanimous opinion 
of the Court of Appeals that Judge 
Platt, of the District Court, erred ‘ 
taking the case from the jury and him- 
self deciding every question except the 
amount of damages.’’ The Circuit Court 
fails to sustain the contention of 
the District Court that every member 
of a labor union. by virtue of that fact, 
becomes a principal to be held account- 
able for the acts of the officers or agents

Ice Cream a Confection. 

N EVERYTHING we run to fads. 
Just before Charles A. Weiting re- 
tired as commissioner of agriculture 

for New York, following the style of 
Dr. Wiley, he made a ‘‘ruling’’ requir- 
ing dealers to indicate, on labels placed 
on each package, the component parts 
of icecream. This not being practicable 
in the case of ige cream sold by the 
plate, placards were displayed in ice- 
cream parlors indicating the ingredients. 
This preposterous ruling didn’t last very 


long. On the ground that ice cream is 
not a food, but a confection, the Ice 
Cream Manufacturers’ Association se- 
cured from Mr. Pearsen, the present 


commissioner, a reversal of the ruling. 
The association is greatly interested in 
maintaining the purity of its products, 
but contends that, as Jong as the process 
is clean and the products are healthful, 
neither milk nor cream should longer be 
considered necessary ingredients of ice 
cream. 
finest hotels in New York, which serves 
‘an ‘‘ice cream”’ at one dollar per quart, 
although containing not a trace of milk 
or cream, and being more of the nature 
of a frozen custard. In enforcing pure- 
food laws, there can be no higher consid- 
eration than purity and wholesomeness 
of the products used. There have been 
very foolish food laws and rulings. 
Ice cream has been ruled against when 
it did not contain cream, and, on the 
other hand, pure cider vinegar has been 
forced out of the market when it failed 
to reach an arbitrary fixed percentage of 
acidity. The absurdity of the cider rul- 
ing, aS we pointed out recently, is that 
it has opened the market to — vine- 
gars with no trace of apple cider, but 
which have the required degree " acid- 
ity from some other source.
